The foe responsible for this daily threat to
the lives of Americans is cancer.

The Salute Comes Back

THE SALUTE COMES

The Army-Navy-Air Force Journal, a service
publication, recently predicted the twenty-four-
hour salute may come back into vogue. It re-
ported high cfficials were considering reorder-
ing old-time military salutes between men and
officers, on and off base,

Eight years ago, after a study of the prob-
Jem by a committee, the hand salute, off post,
was abandoned. The new plan, including the
return. of the twenty-four-hour salute, is de-
signed to raisc the esprit de corps of the
Army. aid discipline and help restore respect
for rank. There arc many who believe elimina-
tion of off-base saluting has not accomplished
what the committec, headed by Lieut. Gen.
James H. Doolittle, had hoped it would.

We believe an order reinstating the. salute
as the official military greeting between men

and officers, .both on and off base, should be
jssued. The salute is nothing more than a

greeting between men of arms and is a tradi-

tional mark-of respect which has passed the
test of the centuries. If officers are to be given
the respect of an initial salute from those of
Jower rank on the base, we see no reason why
such a procedure: should not be followed off
the base, In almost all instances where salut-
*ing would be awkward or embarrassing, omis-
isons are not resented- by those of higher
rank.

Modern Vikings -

Three young Scientists recently completed
a 3000-mile, 32-day drift across the Atlantic
from “Dakar, French West Africa, to Barba-
dds, in the West Indies. The expedition was
a partial reminder of the famous Kon-Tiki
adventure of several seasons back when Thor
Heyderdahl, a Norwegian anthropologist, led
an cxpedition that drifted from South Amer-
ica to the Polynesian Islands in the South
Pacific.

The latest expedition, consisting of an
Englishman, a New Zealander and a Malayan,

U. $. and Indo-China

Recently, major objections have been voiced
on Capitol Hill against the involvement of U.
S. pensonnel in the war in Indo-China. Legisla-
tors have warned the President not to involve
Americans in that war te the extent that their
lives may be risked. !

The President has explained his policy as
one of limited technical, ground-crew and

-equipment aid. While there is always a possi-

bility that U. 8. techniclans, or pilots, operat-
g in Indo-China, will be injured or even kill-
ed, thesé chances arc being held to the min-
imum, and, as this i§ written, no®American
has yet lost his life in the effort to aid Frace.

The French are taking elaborate precautions
to pravent the killing of any of the rhore than
300 Ametican techniclans and pilots now in
Indo-China. Nevertheless, there remains the
possibility tnat an American, or even more
than one, might be injured or even killed be-
fore French pilots and technicians are trained
to take the place of Americans now aiding
French air operations,

1f Americans wish to volunteed to ald the
French in fighting communism in Indo-China,
then it might not be inappropriate for them
to do s0 even if a few lives are lost. Certainly,
Americans have done the same thing in many
wars against tyranny in the past.

As long as the French effort can be stiffens
ed by a scattering of U. 8. volunteer ald, then
the French will no doubt fight better and the
morale of the Vietnam forces will unquestion-
ably be higher. It is somewhat similar to the
situation which existed for the Axis forces in
North Africa in 1041 and 1042, when German
units were used successfully to provide stif-

fening for their less effeotive Italian brethren,

was not as dangerous as the South Pacific
adventure of the Norwegians, since the three
sclentists who recently drifted across the At-
lantic carried with them an 18ton yawl

. The expedition was backed by the Bel-
gian Institute of Natural Sciences, and
Frank Evans, leader of the expedition, says
the three adventurers brought baﬁk enough
specimens of marine life for a year's work
of sorting and classifying. One of the resuits
of the voyage, he said, was the finding that
the North and South -equatorial currents ac-
tually mingled to a considerable extent in
crossing the Atlantic from East to West.

Previously, these currents were thought to
remain pretty much apart, the South current
moving in latitudes as far South as Natal, in
Brazil, and the North current passing North
of the Cape Verde Islands.

One littlenoticed item in the news of late
was a dispatch from New Delhi telling of In
dia’s’ rejection of a French proposal for a
plebiscite in four tiny French colonies along
“the Indian coast. The Indian government has
been demanding France cede tho&e small ter-
rvitorles to India.

The French, in turn, have suggested a
plebiscite in the small colonies—all holdovers
“ from colonial days. The French have said they
would- abide by the will of the people 88 ex-
pressed ln»plcblacuos.

But India—whose leaders are always ready
to criticize the United States for a lack of
individual freedom in Puerto Rico—is not
herself In favor of the only democratic way
to determine the sentiments of thé people to
be affected by a transfer of .their property
to India, \ x

POINT 'OF AGREEMENT:
On one single point there  was
complete agrcemept and en-
dorsement by every witness ap-
pearing before the subcommit-
tee—that a return to the gold
coin standard of money was
desirable and necesary to main-
tain a strong and sound econ-
omy.
Regardless of what you may
have read in the news or héard
over radio and tclevision .re-
garding the attitude of Mr.
Burgess and Mr. Martin, both
of these gentlemen agreed
without reservation that a gold
coin standard of money was
essentia lto a sound monetary
system and that it was desir-
able we should return to such
a standard,

Their disagreement with

In
the early 1920s when the Ger-
man mark had dropped to 10
percent of its original gold
worth, the suave gentlemen of
German finance were still say-
ing: “Everything is sound. We
have it all under control.”
